City Councillor Garnett Manning, Chair, Committee of Council - Budget, 
assumed the Chair during the Budget presentation. 


City Councillor Garnett Manning provided an overview of the 2005 Current and 
Capital Budgets and the process followed to achieve the budgets recommended in 
the staff report (Report I1), highlighting budget drivers. He advised that the 
recommended current budget represents a 5.7% tax increase, approximately 
$60.00 per year on an average home. 
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Mr. Lorne McCool, City Manager, referred to his report dated March 23, 2005 
(Item I 1) and provided an overview of the considerations in the 2005 Budget and 
the deliberations of Committee of Council — Budget. He highlighted that the 
recommended budget reflects the 5" of a 10 year plan focusing on priority City 
Services, and the objectives of sound fiscal management, long range 
service/resource growth plans (eg Transportation and Transit Master Plan, Growth 
Management Plan, Library Master Plan, Flower City Strategy, etc),. It was noted 
that the budget maintains or increases service levels, and provides for upgrades to 
facilities and infrastructure.

It was highlighted that there is provision in the Municipal Act for a process to 
review/change elected representation; however, the City of Mississauga chose to 
circumvent that process and approach the Province of Ontario directly. 


Mr. L. V. McCool explained the population dynamics presented to the Provincial 
Facilitator, identifying population statistics in the past and future projections, with 
a long term view to the ultimate build-out of Brampton in the 2016-2018 time 
frame, noting that representation by population at the Regional level currently 
exists in the urban areas. 


He explained that the Mississauga proposal of June/July 2004 was unacceptable 
to the City of Brampton in that it would give Mississauga a voting majority at 
Regional Council, it did not acknowledge future growth and did not provide for 
public input. 


He reviewed the reaction to the appointment of the Provincial Facilitator by the 
area municipalities, noting that Mississauga’s original response was the very 
positive and took the position that the recommendations in the report of the 
Facilitator should be binding even without consensus. 


Speaking to the report of the Facilitation released on December 10, 2004, he 
noted that there was consensus among the participants in that process, and 


reviewed the recommendations.

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E) Upscale landscaped treatment shall be used for all road 
frontages and will include the use of appropriate hard and soft 
elements such as iron fencing, masonry pillars, a double row of 
street trees and flowerbeds (in accordance with the Flower City 
Strategy).

A) The applicant agrees that lands conveyed to the City for 
stormwater management ponds shall not be credited towards 
the parkland dedication requirements of the plan.

In this regard, the applicant shall be 
required to identify on the grading and drainage plans, 
and landscaping plans, the trees to be retained and the 
methodology proposed for their retention. This 
methodology shall include individual tree preservation 
plans, illustrating proposed building sites and working 
envelopes, existing and proposed grades and the trees to 
be protected or removed and shall be supported by a 
hydrologists report which recommends appropriate 
subdivision and grading techniques for the maintenance 
of existing surface runoff or ground water conditions 
necessary for the long term preservation of the trees 
identified for retention.

technical studies be approved subject to the following conditions: 


(1) Submission of information and/or a revised Block Design 
Plan that addresses the location, sizing and drainage 
boundaries of stormwater management facilities to service 
the proposed, future and existing development of the 
Springbrook Creek Community to the satisfaction of Credit 
Valley Conservation and the City of Brampton, i.e. H5 and 
H6; SW2 and SW3, S5, and W1. 


(11) That development approvals within Sub-Area 2 be in 
accordance with the City’s Development Design Guidelines 
and associated Development Standards and the Design 
Workbook for Brampton's Upscale Executive Special 
Policy Areas" 


(iii) That if it can not be demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
City that turning circles can function from a transportation 
planning, operations, emergency services and design 
perspective, then these features shall be removed from the 
block plan and alternate design features and traffic calming 
measures shall be approved as deemed necessary by the 
City. Revisions to the Block Plan and physical layout 
resulting from this analysis shall be accommodated. 


(iv) A City initiated amendment to the Credit Valley Secondary

7 The preparation of a heritage assessment and 


feasibility study to recommend appropriate 
preservation strategies for the Reidon farmhouse 
heritage building involving the physical practicality 
of either preserving the heritage feature in it’s 
current location as an integral feature of the 
commercial site, or alternatively, relocating the

Revisions to the Block Plan and physical layout resulting 
from the approval or denial of the Official Plan 
Amendment shall be accommodated.

“Flower City Strategy”. This could be accomplished 
through the strategic integration of floral images into the 
overall ‘community fabric’ including:
